Greyhound racing merits concern 

Sir: 

I am not sure how aware most horse breeders and 
the general population are about the push to establish 
greyhound racing in Maryland. This started in Wash¬ 
ington County over a year ago with the hope of putting 
a track in Hagerstown. This was to provide an econom¬ 
ic boost and jobs to the area. Each time this proposal 
was introduced, it brought with it more promises of 
great things for the community, with no ill effects . . . 
promises of money for the junior college, high-paying 
jobs, donations—even, believe it or not, to the Hu¬ 
mane Society, which, by the way, is absolutely op¬ 
posed to greyhound racing. 

To date, our local legislators will not commit them¬ 
selves, stating that it is a decision of the state. However, 
Senator Victor Cushwa was totally opposed to it last 
year. Ron Bowers, county commission president, has 
stated publicly his opposition to it. The mayor of 
Hagerstown, Steve Sager, wants the track and asked 
that the local delegation decide favorably on it. 

The Maryland Greyhound Racing Club is gaining 
support, mainly in this area. However, the Humane 
Society, Council of Churches and a large group of pri¬ 
vate citizens are opposed to it anywhere in Maryland. 

Friends of the horse racing industry assure me that I 
have nothing to worry about. However, Maryland 
horse breeders, and others with a true interest in the 
Maryland horse industry, need to be made aware of 
this activity.

Editor's response: The board of directors of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association is on record as firmly 
opposed to the legalization of dog racing in Maryland 
and, as a result, the MHBA is prepared to oppose it 
politically. The economic impact of Maryland's 300- 
year-old horse industry is comprised of two aspects, 
racing and breeding. Of the two, breeding is substan¬ 
tially the larger. Around the country, wherever new 
dog tracks have opened, they have significantly harm¬ 


ed horse racing. Because horse racing, both Thorough¬ 
bred and Standardbred, is the engine that drives this 
important component of Maryland's agricultural econ¬ 
omy, the impact on racing alone is far less than half the 
total picture. The MHBA will continue to monitor the 
situation in Maryland and take action whenever ap¬ 
propriate.

Gaudets' New Farm 
Off to Flying Start 
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A Cinderella horse who made his debut in the 
$30,000 maiden claiming ranks last fall—and ended 
his brief 2-year-old season with a victory in the 
$100,000 Maryland Juvenile Championship—Trap 
Line is the first Gaudet homebred to carry the colors of 
Schelford North Farm, a large-breeding and training

You always hope," says Eddie Gaudet, eyeing 
the winter scene at Bowie, where he has trained horses 
for 25 years. 

The biggest hope in Gaudet's stable right now is a 
3-year-old gelding named Trap Line. By an unfashion¬ 
able stallion (Trip Trap) out of one of Gaudet's retired 
claiming mares (Camaria by Somerset), Trap Line is 
the kind of horse who makes trainers dream big 
dreams. Classic dreams. 
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Schelford North continued

establishment begun in 1986 by Eddie, his wife Linda, 
and partner Charles Hardesty. 

And if everything goes according to plan this 
spring. Trap Line might—just might—turn out to be 
his trainer's first Kentucky Derby starter. 

Already Trap Line, who was champion Maryland- 
bred in his division in 1987, has gotten Eddie and Lin¬ 
da Gaudet's new farm operation off to a great start. 

Schelford North, located in Upper Marlboro, about 
a 15-minute drive from the Bowie Training Center, 
originated as a venture of Gaudet and his client, the 
late Evernghim Blake. Mr. Blake, a retired U.S. diplo¬ 
mat and the owner of Schelford Farm in Charlottesville 
(Va)., purchased the 96-acre property in Southern 
Maryland in the early 1980s, and turned it over to 
Gaudet to develop. 

Eddie, who was to be rewarded with a part interest 
in the farm after it was finished, had plenty of ideas for 
the new place. With help from Linda, who works 
along with him in all phases of the operation, he de¬ 
signed and built the barns and fences—doing a fair 
amount of the actual carpentry work himself. "For 
years and years I'd been sending my horses to farms 
(for R&R)," he recounts. "And so many times I wasn't 
satisfied with the way they came back. Here was a 
golden opportunity to set things up my own way." 

Everything was shaping up so handsomely back in 
the spring of 1984, when Mr. Blake dropped by for a 
visit, that Gaudet says he was promised an even bigger 
share than he had originally anticipated. "Mr. Blake 
made me that promise," he says. "Then, before he had 
a chance to draw up anything on paper, he died." 

Blake died unexpectedly, in a car accident. And all of 
the Gaudets' labors were suddenly on the brink of be¬ 
ing swept away. "We were tremendously lucky," says 
Gaudet, "that Mr. Blake's heirs, his daughter Mary 
Scott Birdsall and her husband, gave us the oppor¬ 
tunity to buy the farm at a price we could afford. They 
turned down some bigger offers to let us have it. Then 
we brought Charlie Hardesty in as our partner." 

Hardesty, a longtime client of Gaudet, is a builder 
and developer in the Davidsonville (Md.) area. 

Schelford North has developed rapidly since the 
Gaudets and Hardesty completed the final purchase in 
April 1986. Mr. Blake had planned to use it primarily as 
a breeding farm, where he could foal Maryland-breds 
and take advantage of the Maryland Fund program. 
The Gaudets are concentrating on preparing young 
horses for the track, and handling layups and leg-ups, 
although they do have 11 broodmares and one stallion, 
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Bara Prince, whom they keep mostly to breed to their 
own mares. 


A whopping total of well over 200 yearlings (and 
newly-turned 2-year-olds) were broken at Schelford 
North last fall through this spring. And the Gaudets 
regularly provide farm care for many prominent racing 
stables including those of Ron Alfano, Luigi Gino, Jer¬ 
ry Robb, Larry Horning, Duck Martin and David 
Reynolds. 

The farm is equipped with a half-mile race track and 
starting gate, plus a 40-stall training barn with an in¬ 
door track. Among the special features which Gaudet 
has incorporated is a layup barn, with sophisticated 
ventilation for horses that are recuperating from 
blistering. The barn, which is surrounded by individu¬ 
al paddocks, is designed to make horses as comfort¬ 
able as possible during their R&R. "There's nothing 
worse (for a horse that's been turned out with a blister) 
than being miserable and hot," notes Gaudet. "We've 
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arranged the barn with removable panels so a cool 
breeze blows down over them in the summer, and the 
barn closes up well in the winter." 

A covered automatic walking ring . . . race track 
observation deck . . . and generous-sized broodmare 
barn with observation stall also combine to make the 
farm a first-class setting. 

Assistant manager at Schelford North is Bobbie Ian- 
notti, an ex-jockey who serves as Eddie and Linda's 
right-hand man. "We've been fortunate in getting 
good, experienced help," says Linda. "Being so close 
to Bowie, we have a lot of exercise people from the 
track who come out to help us." The Gaudets have 
about 20 employees on the farm, and usually there is at 
least one apprentice jockey living there. Allen Stacy, 
the country's leading apprentice in 1986, helped break 
yearlings at Schelford North, and apprentices Jamie 
Ryan and Darren Muino work there now. 


The Gaudets, who are building a huge new house 
on the hill overlooking the entrance to the farm, al¬ 
ready work double-time keeping up with both Schel¬ 
ford North and their stable at Bowie, where they have 
about 30 horses in training. About half of the horses at 
the track are owned by Schelford North, the rest by 
individual clients. 

And their life promises to get even busier this 
spring, because Linda is expecting their first child in 
June. The baby was a "surprise," according to Linda. 
"But it's very wanted." Eddie, facing the prospect of 
becoming a father for the first time at age 57, is game 
for the opportunity: "I love children. I think I'll like it," 
he says. The couple plans to hire a live-in housekeeper 
after the baby is born. 

Gaudet, who has trained such good horses in the 
past as At Arms Length, a filly who was third in the 
1971 Kentucky Oaks and won the Black-Eyed Susan, 
Heirloom and Flirtation Stakes; and King of Fools, a 
hard-knocking stakes winner of over $200,000 back in 
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Schelford North continued 



the 1970s, gives Linda a lot of credit for their thriving 
operation. Although they both regularly put in 14- 
hour days, Linda is the "workaholic," according to her 
husband. 

The Gaudets have been married for 12 years. Linda, 
whose father made his career in the Army, as an inves¬ 
tigator for the CID, grew up in a family of four girls, all 
of whom were crazy about horses. "After my father 
retired we lived near Fort Meade, and we finally got 
some hack horses and started showing," says Linda. 
Her father died 15 years ago, just after she had finished 
her freshman year at the University of Kentucky. After 
that, Linda gave up school and turned to working with 
horses full-time. She started working at the race track 
after she met Eddie, and all three of her sisters fol¬ 
lowed. Two of Linda's sisters, Laurie and Lisa Nor¬ 
wood, went on to be jockeys—although neither still 
rides professionally. Lisa is now married to Dr. Lee 
Malone, a veterinarian in Parkton (Md.), and another 
sister, Leslie, is the wife of trainer Larry Horning. Lau¬ 
rie is Eddie and Linda's assistant trainer at the race 
track.

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Eddie Gaudet's years in the business, of course, 
reach much farther back. He was 11 years old, by his 
own account, when he first came on the race track. 
Born during the Depression into a family with 14 chil¬ 
dren, in Fitchburg, Mass., he has grim memories of his 
early childhood. His father eked out a living as a 
"sprayer—painting buildings, airplanes, anything"— 
and went through a spell of blindness caused by the 
lead in the paint. 

When Eddie decided not to go back to school at the 
end of the third grade, no one put up a fight. "They 
were relieved to have me out of the way, because there 
were younger ones coming along that needed to be 
fed," says Gaudet. And by that time, he already knew 
the direction he wanted to go. 

"Peter Thomas Roche was one of the greatest horse¬ 
men who ever lived," says Gaudet. "And he had a 
farm a few miles down the road from us. I started 
going to his place, and getting on a few horses, and 
then he took me to the race track—old Pascoag Park in 
Rhode Island—in the summers. At first I wanted to be 
a jockey, and I rode a few races on the flat and over 
hurdles. But I outgrew that at a young age. 

"Things were very different then. You did every¬ 
thing there was to do; there were no set occupations at 
the race track. I galloped and rode horses and rubbed. 


"We raced in almost every state in the Union and 
Canada. Then when I was 28 I went out on my own, in 
Detroit," recalls Gaudet. 

When winter racing started at Bowie in the late 
1950s, the trainer spent a season in Maryland and liked 
the area so much that he decided to settle at Bowie 
permanently in 1963. "You have access to a lot of differ¬ 
ent places when you train here," he points out. "And 
I've always liked the racing strip at Bowie." 

Eddie's brother, Richard Gaudet, is also a longtime 
horseman in this state, and currently the agent for 
jockey Greg Hutton. 

Also well-known in local racing circles is Eddie's 
first wife, Dean, now a successful trainer in her own 
right. Dean was a trick rider in a circus in New England 
when they met, according to Eddie. The two were mar- 
ied for 15 years, and came to Maryland together. Dean 
trains for Giant Food owner Israel Cohen, who was 
among leading buyers at last year's select yearling auc¬ 
tions. 

Like any man who has spent his life at the race track, 
Gaudet has developed a cetain perspective: "I 
wouldn't know what a really top horse consists of, 
because I've never had one," he says. "But when I get 
one who has that spark, like Trap Line has, you can bet 
I'm going to pursue it." □ 
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Editor's note: Mr. Ford's phenomenal luck continues. After 
this magazine had been prepared for the printer came the 
news that C.N. Ray's Evergreen Farm had purchased Sham 
Say for $2,000,000, an offer obviously irresistible. 


Eugene Ford Is Happy 
Sham Say Came His Way

Owner Eugene Ford has had luck, right from the 
beginning. His first horse, a colt by What Luck, pur¬ 
chased in 1984 in partnership with Zelma Morrison, 
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turned out to be a winner. When that colt—named 
Kay's Luck after Mr. Ford's 88-year-old mother, a life¬ 
long horse lover—was claimed for $25,000 in August, 
1986, Mr. Ford and Mrs. Morrison reinvested the mon¬ 
ey in a yearling filly by Oh Say. 

From there it's a story with fairy tale dimensions. 

"The luckiest man in horse racing today" is the way 
Alice Ford describes her husband, who happens to be 
half-owner of the highly-accomplished Maryland- 
bred filly Sham Say. 

Sham Say, undefeated in seven lifetime starts, in¬ 
cluding six stakes (see stakes write-up on p. 82), 
ranked among the top 2-year-old fillies in the country 
last season and has already had two victories in 1988. 
Weighted 12th, at 116 pounds, seven pounds less than 
the top-ranked Epitome and Over All, on the 1987 Ex¬ 
perimental Handicap for fillies. Sham Say is being 
pointed toward this spring's filly classics. 

Ford and Morrison have been "deluged," as he puts 
it, by calls from all over the country, offering huge 
amounts for the filly who cost $24,000 at the 1986 East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale and has so far earned a total of 
$225,592. "I can't imagine what it will be like to go back 
to ordinary horses, someday," admits the new owner, 
although—remarkably enough—he also has another 
stakes-winning 3-year-old filly. Empress Tigere. 

Mr. Ford has made his career in real estate. He lives 
in Bethesda (Md.), a suburb of Washington, D.C., and

is a founding partner in Mid-City Financial Corpora¬ 
tion, a company that builds and manages low and 
moderate income housing in Maryland and Virginia. 

Several of Eugene and Alice Ford's longtime friends 
are in the horse business. "It was Bob (]. Robert) Harris 
(a native Washingtonian whose family owned the Har¬ 
ris clothing stores) who really got us interested," says 
Mr. Ford. "Bob has owned a lot of horses. He's retired 
now and living in Florida. We visited him a few years 
ago, and that's when we took up the idea. 

"Not long after that we saw our friend Zelma Mor¬ 
rison and I mentioned to her that if there was ever a 
horse she wanted to buy—and didn't want to put all of 
the money into it—we would be interested in being 
partners," recounts Ford. Mrs. Morrison, who is far 
better known than her partner in local racing circles, is 
the sister of Laurel/Pimlico owners Bob and Tom Man- 
fuso and the daughter of longtime breeder/owner John 
A. Manfuso Sr. Together with her husband Jim, Zelma 
Morrison has also owned and bred horses for many 
years. 

Mrs. Morrison wasted no time in bringing Ford into 
the business. After their relatively modest success 


with Kay's Luck, Mr. Ford bought two colts on his own, 
neither of whom amounted to much. Then, in 1986, he 
latched onto a solid campaigner, a Sportin' Life colt 
named Dancin' Thru Life. "We've always made jokes 
about how we're dancing through life together," ex¬ 
plains Mrs. Ford, who shares her husband's enthusi¬ 
asm, even though she and Mr. Ford do not technically 
own horses together. Mrs. Ford does have two 2-year- 
olds who will run in her name when they are ready to 
race. 

Dancin' Thru Life won in allowance company and 
earned almost $50,000 in 1986 and '87. The colt, who 
was unplaced in three stakes tries last year, is just now 
coming off a stretch of R&R and is expected to return 
to competition soon. Mr. Ford, who is the colt's sole 
owner, says the excitement he feels over Dancin' Thru 
Life is on a par with that of owning Sham Say: "The 
way he has developed this year as a 4-year-old is really 
awesome. We're looking forward to his prospects this 
spring." 

But the colt has a long way to go to catch up to his 
female stablemates. Sham Say, from the second crop of 
the Windfields Farm stallion Oh Say, was purchased by 
Mr. Ford on the advice of his trainer, local veteran 
Bernie Bond. Bond, who has developed many good 
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2-year-olds, the most memorable being Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Cure the Blues, was recommended to Mr. Ford by 
Mrs. Morrison, and has served as the trainer for all of 
Ford's horses. "He's one hell of a horseman," in the 
owner's opinion. 

Sham Say was bred by Mr. and Mrs. Preston I. 
Moffett, of Winchester, Va., and consigned to the sale 
with Don Litz as agent. The Moffetts, who are the 
parents of Litz's wife, Taffy, also bred Sham Say's dam. 
Sham Bee (by Sham) and second dam Babee (by Jig 
Time). Babee was a stakes winner of $33,665; Sham Bee 
had two wins and earned $11,820. Sham Say, who was 
already named when she went through the sales ring, 
is Sham Bee's first foal. 

Mr. Ford recalls that Sham Say was not their first 
choice. "There was a colt we were after, and we were 
outbid," he says. After the auction, he called Mrs. 
Morrison and she agreed to be his partner on the filly. 
But it was not until a year later that the owners had 
their first inkling of Sham Say's quality. 

Early last season. Ford had more reason to be high 
on his other 2-year-old filly. Empress Tigere. Owned 
solely by Ford, Empress Tigere (by What Luck—*Ver¬ 
bena II by Sicambre) was a $20,000 purchase at last 
year's Fasig-Tipton Selected Two-Year-Olds in Training

sale at Timonium. "She's the one who showed the tal¬ 
ent at first," comments Mr. Ford. "And she looked the 
way a race horse is supposed to look. She's tall and 
willowy. Sham Say was a tub." 

Empress Tigere won the $35,000 Villager Stakes at 
Philadelphia Park in 1987 and placed second in the 
$60,000 Mohawk Stakes at Belmont and the $60,000 
East View Stakes at Aqueduct. She made eight starts, 
had three wins, two seconds and two thirds, and 
earned $83,172 as a 2-year-old—not bad for a second 
string runner. 

"One of the things that really strikes us about Bernie 
is his funny jargon," remarks Ford. "When he doesn't 
like a horse, he'll say it's 'not a smart horse.' When he 
tells you the horse is 'smart,' you know you've got a 
runner. He called us up in late August and told us we 
had a good filly. It wasn't until then that we realized we 
had something really good." 

In her debut in a maiden special on September 9 at 
Pimlico, Sham Say scored by a widening five lengths. 
Moving right up to stakes competition, she annexed 
two $40,000 Maryland Fund races at Pimlico and Lau-

rel and the unrestricted $40,000 Cameo Stakes at Lau¬ 
rel, and capped off the season with a victory in the 
$100,000 Maryland Juvenile Filly Championship. 

Although Sham Say lost out to graded stakes win¬ 
ner Thirty Eight Go Go in the balloting for Maryland- 
bred champion at the end of last season, she has easily 
accomplished everything that has been asked of her so 
far. 'This spring we'll be going for the graded races, 
out-of-state," promises Ford. "And if the filly is sound 
enough to walk, let alone run, we'll start her in the 
Black-Eyed Susan Stakes at Pimlico before the Preak- 
ness. That's a big, important thing for Zelma. She's 
really enjoying being the one in the family who has the 
good horse. If we won that race, I think Zelma would 
ascend right into heaven." 

Sham Say is sound right now, "without a pimple on 
her," according to Mr. Ford. 

So far. Ford and Morrison have not been seriously 
tempted by offers to buy the filly. "We're fortunate 
enough, at this stage of life, not to have to think in 
terms of money, and we don't," points out Mrs. Ford. 
"Fifteen years ago Gene probably would have sold her 
for the first offer they got, way back last fall, which was 
$350,000. Now we can afford to keep her, for plea¬ 
sure—and that has been wonderful." 

Mr. Ford goes to the race track in the morning about 
once a week to watch Sham Say train, and he is looking 
forward to someday giving her a second career as a 
broodmare. "We're definitely heading toward the 
breeding business," he comments. Although he does¬ 
n't have any broodmares yet, he recently purchased 
his first stallion share. The stallion he chose was Ti¬ 
tanic, a full brother to Alysheba, who entered stud this 
year in New York. Last year he bought two yearling 
fillies—by Crafty Prospector and Caucasus—who 
should also have good broodmare potential when they 
finish racing. 

The Fords' youngest child, 27-year-old Louise Wise¬ 
man, has worked professionally with show horses and 
there is a possibility that she might help her parents 
develop a breeding farm, either in Maryland or Flori¬ 
da, according to Mr. Ford. "But there are no definite 
plans, yet." 

Meanwhile, both Mr. and Mrs. Ford are gradually 
getting deeper and deeper into racing. For her birth¬ 
day last August, Mr. Ford bought his wife a Devil's Bag 
filly at the Saratoga sale. The filly, who has been given 
the name Persephone, is out of the Bolero mare Bernie 
Bird and cost $60,000. Mr. Ford also has a Pleasant 
Colony colt purchased privately last year from the es¬ 
tate of Tom Barry. 





"We both find racing very exciting," remarks Mr. 
Ford. "In a way, it offers some of the same satisfactions 
as raising children: you're aspiring to have them grow, 
and do well. Only with horses it's easier because if 
they're not coming along after six months or so you can 
kick them out." 

When they're not out watching their horses run, 
Mr. and Mrs. Ford compete on the local tennis circuit, 
and right now they are involved in building a second 
home in Florida. 

In addition to Louise, they have three other grown 
children: Eugene Jr., 35, who has his own real estate 
development company in Washington; Michael, 34, a 
home improvement contractor in Bethesda; Mary 
Catherine, 32, who has a PhD in clinical psychology 
and lives and works in Berkeley, Calif. 

None of their oldest children has been bitten by the 
racing bug so far. "But don't forget to mention the most 
avid horsewoman of them all, my mother," says Mr. 
Ford. "She goes to every race, when she's well enough. 
And she'll be out there this spring, if we have to wheel 
her there." □

Robin Bums Gains 
Respect at the Mike

Race track announcers are a special breed. 

There's got to be something wrong with someone 
who makes his living by shouting silly sayings into a 
microphone about which four-legged stumblebum will 
beat the others. 

"Violence," said Robin Burns. "Complete and utter 
violence." 

But, however bizarre it may seem, the duties of an¬ 
nouncing are hardly easy. It's a job which requires 
years of intense learning and honing of skills. It takes 
genuine talent and a keen eye. Very few can do the job 
the way it's supposed to be done. 

Burns is one of those. 

If hand-to-eye coordination is what makes for a top 
athlete, then eye-to-mouth coordination is the gift of 
the best announcers. What Burns sees, he says. And 
he says it in a clear, quick, lively and accurate way. 

Burns, the 37-year-old announcer at Laurel, has 
been plying his trade at various tracks for 15 years. He's 
called harness races his entire career and in 1985, soon 
after Frank De Francis purchased the track, he became 
the Laurel announcer. 

For the last two summers, he pulled double duty for 
a few weeks when Laurel overlapped with Freestate 
(harness) Raceway, where he also retains full-time 
duty for De Francis. But don't stereotype him as a 
"Trotting Man." It becomes obvious rather quickly to 
the listener that Burns is a solid professional in calling 
the flats, too. 

The nation's top announcers, guys like Tom Durkin, 
Trevor Denman and Dave Johnson, are deserving of 
the recognition they receive. But one's preference in 
announcers is much like choosing clothes or wines or 
vacation spots. It's a matter of taste. 

Phil Georgeff has a style and cadence which can 
give you goose bumps. Mike Battaglia and Marshall 
Cassidy are highly efficient. Jack Lamar was an adven¬ 
ture. 
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Burns enlightens, informs and entertains. His pow¬ 
erful voice, unlike some announcers, does not become 
an irritation as the day wears on. He rarely makes a 
mistake, and gets upset with himself when he does. 
He handicaps the races, although he rarely bets, just 
so that he knows what's going on. He works hard at his 
job, and it shows. 

Fans who have heard replays of his calls on national 
racing shows have been exposed to his professional¬ 
ism. He spotted Le Glorieux (GB) sneaking up the rail 
in early stretch in this year's International. The next 
day, his calls of the Laurel Futurity and Selima Stakes, 
both Grade 1 events, were just as sharp. 

And he doesn't mind having a little fun. He some¬ 
times gets a little crazy on the mike. 

"He's in front by a dozen raw and a side of slaw (an 
expression for a horse in front by a dozen lengths)..." 

"He sticks his nose. His head. His neck in front. .." 

"Now he looks his rival right in the eye and goes 
right on by." 

"He's going coast ... to coast." 

"Jogging." Or "In a laugher." Or "Galloping." 

"I haven't gotten a lot of exposure, except from the 
local guys," he said. "When Chris Lincoln (of TSB) was 
here for the Maryland Million last year, he said it was 
the best day of race-calling he had ever heard. 

"We've got a few big races here, but other than 
them, there's not a lot of opportunity for exposure. I 
think my talents warrant that I am mentioned along 
with those other guys that everyone talks about, but it 
will take time. 

"But anyway, the job's a lot of fun. What other job 
can you wake up at ten, go home at five, not have dirt 
and slime under your fingernails, and then not go 
home and have to beat the wife because you're dead 
tired?" 

Sooner or later, we hope, Robin Burns will be com¬ 
monly known as one of the nation's best race an¬ 
nouncers. But until then, the Maryland fans will just 
have to keep having fun along with him. □

Thornmar's Joe Evans 
Had Sims As Mentor

Thornmar Farm's Horatius earned the unofficial 
title of Maryland's busiest stallion in 1987, covering a 
total of 74 mares. Which meant that Joe Evans, 28-year- 
old manager of the large Thoroughbred nursery in 
Chestertown, was a very busy man. 

"Working here—with so many different types of 
mares coming in—has been a tremendous learning ex¬ 
perience," comments Evans, who also takes care of the 
farm's four other stallions, Ambernash, Bear Hunt, 
North Tower and Winged T. About 200 mares were 
booked at Thornmar last year, and a similar number is 
expected in 1988. 

Although Thornmar's owners, Charles and Cynthia 
McGinnes, direct the day-to-day farm operation, 
Evans handles the actual breeding and teasing. Then, 
after the breeding season ends, he stays occupied with 
a large volume of sales preps. Thornmar sold nearly 40 
yearlings at public auction last year. 

There are easier lines of work. But Evans, who grad¬ 
uated from the University of Maryland five years ago 
with a degree in animal science, can't think of any¬ 
thing he'd rather pursue. 

He describes how he found his calling in a class¬ 
room at College Park: "I owe it all to Dr. (Robert) Law¬ 
rence (former professor of horse industry economics at 
the University of Maryland)," he says. "The turning 
point came when he walked into the classroom one 
morning, put down his briefcase, and asked if any¬ 
body wanted to do an internship at a breeding farm." 


Among Joe Evans' responsibilities as manager 
of Thornmar, which he calls a "learning experience," 
is handling the farm's five stallions, including 
Horatius (opposite), who covered 74 mares in 1987. 


Two internships were up for grabs in January, 1982— 
one at Windfields, the other at Sunset Hill Farm. Joe 
chose Sunset Hill because it was closer to his home in 
Howard County. And it was there that he met his hero, 
former Sunset Hill manager Sonny Sims. 
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Sims, who left Maryland soon after that for a man¬ 
agement post at Spendthrift Farm in Kentucky and is 
now director of racing for Kenneth C. Opstein's Good 
Chance Farm in Ocala (Fla.), is one of the world's "ulti¬ 
mate horsemen," as Evans puts it. "Sonny knows ev¬ 
ery stage of a horse's life, from teasing and breeding 
through training. And I've never seen anybody work 
harder at his job. He worked hard, and it took him a 
long way." 

Before getting to know Sonny Sims, Joe had never 
thought about making horses a lifelong thing. He grew 
up in West Friendship (Md.). His parents (both of 
whom are now retired) had totally conventional jobs. 
Evans' father, a longtime racing fan, worked for the 
postal service. And his mother taught elementary 
school. But their home in the country was always filled 
with animals. "We had a kind of menagerie, and we 
did board a few horses," recalls Joe. "I had a pony 
when I was 8 or 9 years old. But I got tired of it pretty 
quickly and never touched another horse until my 
freshman year in college." 

Evans enrolled as an agriculture major at College 
Park, with no idea at all about what he might do when 
he got out. Then the summer after his freshman year 
his brother, who manages a Southern States feed store 
in Howard County, helped him find a summer job with 


local horsewoman Diane Rachuba. Mrs. Rachuba, 
who operates a top-notch stable of show jumpers, had 
only one question before hiring Evans. Was he afraid 
of horses? 

"I told her no—I wasn't afraid of them," recalls Joe. 
"What I didn't tell her was that I didn't know anything 
about them, either." 

After traveling around that summer with the 
Rachuba family, Evans went back to college and began 
taking animal science courses. And that was how he 
became one of Dr. Lawrence's students. "I never had 
much of a flair for Dr. Lawrence's subject—econom¬ 
ics," says Evans. "But Dr. Lawrence was a big influ¬ 
ence in my career. He was the one who recommended 
me to the McGinneses when this job became avail¬ 
able." 

Evans went to work at Thornmar in July, 1986. For 
four years before that he worked part-time, and then 
full-time, in the stud barn at Sunset Hill. "I wanted to 
quit school and just work on the farm after my intern¬ 
ship was over. But Sonny convinced me to stay in 
school, and I'm glad I did," he says. 

Joe met his wife, Dorothy, at Sunset Hill. Like Joe, 
Dorothy was an animal science major at College Park, 
and was enrolled in many of the same classes, but they

were never acquainted until both began horse farm 
internships around the same time. Dorothy graduated 
from College Park, then went on to nursing school at 
the University of Maryland in downtown Baltimore, 
and now works part-time on the medical-surgical floor 
at the local hospital in Chestertown. Dorothy and Joe 
have a 2-year-old daughter, Grace Anne, and are ex¬ 
pecting their second child this month. 

The rural atmosphere at Thornmar, which is located 
on Maryland's Eastern Shore, appeals to both Joe and 
Dorothy, and Joe also enjoys traveling around to the 
various auction sales. "I could never work at a race 
track," says Evans, who prefers the different seasons 
on the farm. 

On his days off, he "frets around the house," ac¬ 
cording to his wife, and the fretting gets even worse if 
the two try to take a vacation. "I worry that things are 
not getting done right when I'm gone," he says, echo¬ 
ing the sentiment of farm managers everywhere. □

Scholar Accepts Task 
Of Educating Public

I can tell you what kind of a body type can run 
fast," states Deb Bennett with the firmest conviction. 
'That does not mean, however, that I can tell you which 
horse will be a winner. 

"What I'm interested in is pure prediction: based on 
the laws that govern the universe, how will a particular 
horse perform? Bone structure is 99 percent of confor¬ 
mation. If the horse has the bone structure for the task, 
you can lay the muscles on it." 

Thirty-six-year-old Deb Bennett of Gaithersburg, 
Md., is not shy about expressing her opinions, opin¬ 
ions developed over a lifetime of scholarly analysis and 
practical application. A research paleontologist for the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washington, D.C., Bennett 
earned her doctorate at the University of Kansas in 
systematics and ecology, with concentration in verte¬ 
brate paleontology. For good measure, she tacked on a 
master's degree in geology. 

"Systematics means relationships between organ¬ 
isms, and ecology refers to how those organisms inter¬ 
act with our physical world. In the old days, this might 
have been called zoology," explains Bennett. 

"In vertebrate paleontology, I studied all animals 
with backbones, with specialized training in anatomy 
and biomechanics—how the body works. The geology 
dovetails very neatly if what you want to know is what 
life was like in the past. Besides, I like to muck around 
with fossils." 

Bennett became interested in horses as a student in 
Kansas, starting out riding hunter seat and then sad¬ 
dle seat, trading riding lessons for work in the barn. 

Ultimately, Bennett purchased her one horse, Sadie, 
now 20 years old and boarding at the Maryland Horse 
Center near Potomac. 

T perceive my riding not as a quest for blue ribbons, 
but as a laboratory for my profession," Bennett contin¬ 


ues. "Sadie is an old yellow rodeo bronc and barrel 
racer. She has taught me a load about how backs work 
because hers doesn't work right." 

Bennett also lectures extensively throughout the 
United States as well as writing monthly articles for the 
magazine Modern Horse Breeding. 

Her main concern is that most people training and 
breeding horses do not understand how the animal's 
physical structure functions. Consequently, they 
choose a horse to perform in a particular manner—as a 
sprinter or a steeplechaser, for example—when the 
horse is not built to be successful in that field. 

"Most people do not understand what good bone 
structure is," observes Bennett. "They must learn the 
bones; there's simply no other choice. Then, they must 
learn the laws of physics that govern what this body is 
able to do. One of the most desirable skills for an indi¬ 
vidual to develop is the ability to notice not only the 
beautiful parts, but how the parts fit together beau¬ 
tifully. 

"This is not to discount all the other factors involved 
in a winner: the trainer, the footing, the distance, the 
other horses running that day, that year—and luck," 
she cautions. "But learn to analyze the inside girder 
system first." 

In studying an individual horse's bone structure, 
Bennett suggests using a large 8 by 10 conformation 
photo and even a ruler to tabulate the facts. Propor¬ 
tionally, for instance, the length of the back from with¬ 
ers to croup in a race horse should be about 47 percent 
of the body length from point of shoulder to point of 
buttock. 

Directing attention to her drawing of her own horse 
(Bennett paid expenses at college doing scientific illus¬ 
tration), she says, "This is not a race horse. She's too 
short in the back, too high in front for a sprinter, too 
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short in the thigh for a distance horse. She's like three 
or four horses stuck together. No training program in 
the world can overcome these basic physical traits. But 
she has a neat neck, a short torso which is strong in the 
soundness department, and a great temperament. Per¬ 
fect for my personal needs." 

Moving on to an unlabeled photograph of Northern 
Dancer, Bennett observes, "I don't know the details of 
his career, but he appears to have good, straight front 
legs, lots of bone, a long thigh and a short gaskin. He 
should go a distance." 

Generally speaking, according to Bennett, a suc¬ 
cessful sprinter (one-half mile or less) should be long 
backed, markedly low in front, and have short thighs, 
a high stifle, tremendous correct front legs and good 
hocks. 

A classic distance horse should have a deep, flat 
torso, a shorter back, withers level or slightly lower 
than the croup, the neck straight out in front of the

body and excellent front legs with all bones in align¬ 
ment. 

The steeplechase horse in turn should be slightly 
higher in front or level at least, with quite a short back, 
a long thigh and low stifle, a long sloping arm, excel¬ 
lent hocks, and a perfect loin, short, wide and smooth. 

"I don't like rules of thumb," adds Bennett. "They 
are dangerous. The horseman must learn the reasons 
for these structural differences, how they cause the 
horse to work, not just the results. 

"Furthermore, if a horse doesn't have the right 
physiology—if he can't get the oxygen to the cells, for 
example, or if he's not aggressive—he won't win. You 
can't judge on bone structure alone, but it's an excel¬ 
lent place to start your evaluation."

Of all the variables, even within bone structure, 
Bennett places foremost importance on the back. 

"It's never a good idea to judge on one point, but if I 
were forced, I would pick the loin coupling. The horse 
is the only animal that has the sacrum joined to the 
lumbar with side hinges. This is the key to impulsion. 

"Remember the three p's. Impulsion is the horse's 
willingness (psychology) to use the propulsive mus¬ 
cles (power) to push the basculed back forward (pos¬ 
tural). The three p's make the horse go forward. 

"The reason the cheetah is twice as fast as the horse 
is because its back is twice as flexible. But horses are the 
fastest mammals that use leads, which is a transverse 
gallop. The cheetah has a rotatory gallop. Back dynam¬ 
ics govern leg dynamics—or, in other words, back 
function governs leg rotations. 

"In order for a horse to make the natural bio¬ 
mechanical movement of being 'horse-like,' the horse 
must hump. He must engage the hindquarters. 

"Engagement of the hindquarters means coiling of 
the loins. Horses are the only hoofed animals in the 
world that have this adaptation and you must work 
with it to develop the best from the horse. 

'The main thing that makes a horse fast is how flex¬ 
ible his back is. Size is not that important; use of the

torso is crucial. The sad fact is that most trainers make 
their horses' backs rigid—but that's another story." 

There are numerous other elements to consider in 
identifying the horse with the greatest potential for 
speed combined with soundness and the best move¬ 
ment structurally. For this reason, Bennett strongly 
recommends that the serious horseperson study Sis¬ 
son and Grossman's Anatomy of the Domestic Annuals 
and Milton Hildebrand's Vertebrate Structure and Func¬ 
tion. Bennett herself is available for consultation, if she 
can fit you into her busy lecture and clinic schedule. 

"Everything's a trade-off," Bennett concludes, "but 
if the horse runs fast, you can bet his loins are working. 
That fact alone may make up for the crummy legs. Back 
first, legs later. 

"I'm trying to enable people to understand the real 
perspective. I have to be extremist—a purist. All I care 
about is the biology—what exists physically. 

"If the horse didn't do well from the outset, barring 
pathological problems, it probably wasn't built to be a 
race horse. You can't change the bones." □

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Around the Farms 

Rubicon 

"Exciting is the word for it," said 
Patrice Morrison, describing the 
prospect of the mare Pearl Necklace 
arriving at her Rubicon Farm near 
White Hall in Harford County. A 
racing star of the '70s, Pearl Neck¬ 
lace is being bred to Rubicon's new 
stallion. Kid Colin, a grandson of 
Nijinsky II. 

Now 14, Pearl Necklace (Amber- 
nash—Another Jane by Traffic 
Judge) is owned by Barry 
Schwartz, board chairman of Cal¬ 
vin Klein Industries. The mare's 
lifetime earnings of $737,862 cur¬ 
rently rank her seventh on the list 
of all-time Maryland-bred earners. 
Last year. Pearl Necklace was bar¬ 
ren to the cover of Secreto. 

Approximately 50 mares will be 
quartered at Rubicon this spring. In 
addition to Kid Colin (Baldski— 
Twenty Six Girl by Blade) the stal¬ 
lions Fino Fino, Admiral's Gin and 
French Champagne stand at the 68- 
acre farm located not far from the 
Pennsylvania border. 

Honey Acres 

About 26 miles from the White 
House, Alan S. Kline, an account¬ 
ant by profession but now a nearly 
full- time Thoroughbred breeder, is 
anticipating the birth of 35 or more 
foals at his Honey Acres Farm at 
Boyds, Montgomery County. 

The 122 acres at Honey Acres 
have become inadequate for Kline's 
expanding operation and he has 
leased 120 acres in Virginia, land 


owned by the late John Marsh. The 
stallions Peace for Peace and Good 
John stand at Honey Acres. Peace 
for Peace's first crop, which raced 
last year (four starters), included 
the stakes-winning 2-year-old filly 
My Peace. 

Kline also races a successful sta¬ 
ble. Not long ago he received news 
that his Maryland-bred filly Ice 
Tech had won an allowance race at 
Oaklawn Park by 14 lengths. His 
trainer, Wayne Lukas, expected to 
move the filly into stakes competi¬ 
tion. 

Trainer Carlos Garcia is han¬ 
dling six horses for Kline in Mary¬ 
land. The new year started well on 
the home front when the 4-year-old 
filly D'Youville Nurse, bred in 
Maryland by Kline and a partner, 
captured the $40,000-added Con- 
tessa Handicap at Laurel on Janu¬ 
ary 2. 

Elberton Hill 

While waiting for the first foal of 
1988 at Elberton Hill, a beautiful 
180-acre farm in Harford County, 
owner C. Frank Hopkins has been 
supervising the construction of a 
new ten-stall stallion barn. 

"We've had a quiet winter on the 
farm but activity will be stepping 
up soon," said Hopkins early in 
February. "There are 20 mares here 
due to foal and we will have 50 or 60 
before long." 

Elberton Hill has seven stallions 
who eventually will be moving into 
the new quarters. Making his de¬ 
but at stud this spring will be Bish¬ 
op Northcraft, a son of King's Bish¬ 
op and the Northern Dancer mare 
Lady Northcraft. Bishop North- 
craft stands for an introductory fee 
of $1,000.

Muirfield East is the name of 
Maryland's newest Thoroughbred 


breeding establishment. The 268- 
acre farm, formerly known as 
Heatherten, was purchased recent¬ 
ly by Robert P. Levy from John 
Franks and Mrs. Richard C. du- 
Pont. 

Levy, who is the owner of last 
year's Belmont winner. Bet Twice, 
derived the name from his present 
residence. He and his family live on 
Muirfield Road in Bryn Mawr, Pa. 

The Atlantic City Race Course 
board chairman is anticipating 
sending about 25 mares to the site 
near Chesapeake City in Cecil 
County. The first Thoroughbreds at 
the former dairy farm will be six or 
seven weanlings who will move in 
this fall. 

Wendy Moon, a former racing 
writer and operator of a West Coast 
horse farm, has become a resident 
of Muirfield East and will be over¬ 
seeing the construction of brood¬ 
mare and yearling barns. 

Eventually the Levys will build a 
home at Muirfield East. 

Ryehill

Obituaries 


Linky Smith 

Linky Smith, one of Maryland's 
all-time great horsemen, died Janu¬ 
ary 30 at his daughter's home in 
LaGrange, Texas. He was 73. 
Known far and wide by his 
nickname, he was officially named 
William McKinley Smith. 

Born and raised in Timonium, 
where his father operated a riding 
academy, Linky Smith started out 
on his own in 1938, with the open¬ 
ing of a riding academy on Provi¬ 
dence Road. For many years he 
maintained a thriving business 
making, buying and selling horses 
for the show ring. 

An outstanding show rider, 
show horse judge and teacher. 
Smith equaled the then-record 
(7'4") for high jumping at the 
Hagerstown horse show, and was 
several times champion at Madison 



Square Garden, Devon, Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., and other major shows 
on the East Coast circuit. 

Over the years Smith gave count¬ 
less young people a start in the 
business. Many have gone on to 
distinguished careers. Among his 
best-known proteges was the stee¬ 
plechase rider Earl Phelps. "I ran 
across Earl during the War—1943,1 
think it was," recalled Linky, in a 
1962 interview with the MARYLAND 
HORSE. "I had moved my horses 
down to a place on Woodbourne 
Avenue because of the gasoline 
shortage. Well, right near my rid¬ 
ing academy was this orphan asy¬ 
lum. I'd let the kids come over and 
see the horses whenever they 
wanted to. The one who was most 
interested was an 8-year-old boy. 
That was Earl Phelps. 

"When Christmas came. I'll nev¬ 
er forget it if I live to be 100. Earl ran 
over to the barn that morning with 
a Christmas present for me all 
wrapped up. It was an orange, an 
apple and a 39-cent tie clasp. I had 
to take the boy after that. I got him 
out of the orphan asylum and kept 
him with me. He was a great rider 
for me in horse shows ..." 

Smith was also one of the guid¬ 
ing lights of the Maryland Horse 
Shows Association. 

From the mid-1950s through the 
'70s, he trained a stable of race 
horses at Timonium, and toward 
the end of his career his focus shift¬ 
ed away from show horses toward 
breeding and racing. 

Smith is survived by four daugh¬ 
ters, Jeannie Parker, Vickie Ander-

son, Eileen Pierson and Meredith 
Smith; a son, Linky Smith Jr.; seven 
grandchildren, and several broth¬ 
ers and sisters. He and his wife, 
Peggy, who worked side-by-side 
with him for many years, were di¬ 
vorced eight years ago. 

Louise Hollyday 

Louise Este Fisher Hollyday, 91, 
a lifelong horsewoman in this state, 
died February 4 at her home in 
Sparks. 

Mrs. Hollyday, who is survived 
by her husband, Guy T.O. Holly¬ 
day, retired chairman of the board 
of the Title Guarantee Co., was a 
native of Baltimore. She received 
her education at the Bryn Mawr 
School and Farmington School in 
Connecticut. 

During World War I she served 
as a volunteer nurse at South Bal¬ 
timore General Hospital. 

Following her marriage in 1926, 
Mrs. Hollyday devoted herself to 
her family, and also helped her 
husband raise beef cattle. She was 
an avid gardener. As a young wom¬ 
an, Mrs. Hollyday, who was a first 
cousin to the late Janon Fisher Jr., 
hunted with the Elkridge Hounds, 
and she continued to ride until she 
was in her 70s. 

In addition to her husband, Mrs. 
Hollyday is survived by two sons, 
Guy T. Hollyday of Baltimore and 
Este F. Hollyday of Nashville, 
Tenn.; two daughters, Louise Este 
Hollyday of Sparks and Virginia H. 
Levering of Glenelg; a brother, L. 
McLane Fisher of Cockeysville; a 
sister, Sophie F. Baylor of Ruxton; 
and six grandchildren. 

Cecil Willingham 

Cecil L. Willingham, 65, retired 
track superintendent at Timonium 
and Pimlico, died of cardiac arrest 
on January 16 at Winchester Medi¬ 
cal Center in Winchester, Va. 

Mr. Willingham had moved to 
Charles Town shortly after retiring 
from Timonium Fairgrounds last 
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Cecil Willingham 


June after 11 years as the track su¬ 
perintendent there. 

Born and raised in Leetown, W. 
Va., he was track superintendent at 
the Charles Town race course for 
several years before he came to Bal¬ 
timore in 1965 to hold the same po¬ 
sition at Pimlico. In 1976, he be¬ 
came the superintendent of the 
track at Louisiana Downs in Bossier 
City, La., then later came back to 
Maryland to work at Timonium. 

During World War II, he served 
in the U.S. Naval Amphibious 
Forces aboard the USS O'Beron in 
the South Pacific. 

His son Donald is currently a 
member of the starting gate crew at 
Maryland tracks. 

He is survived by his wife, the 
former Elizabeth Whittington of 
Charles Town; two sons, William R. 
Willingham of Charles Town and 
Donald Lee Willingham of Colum¬ 
bia; a sister, Martha Stickles, and a 
brother, Thomas Willingham, both 
of Ranson, W. Va.; and five grand¬ 
children. 

Russell Alexander 

Russell Combs Alexander, 64, 
former manager of the private divi¬ 
sion of E.P. Taylor's Windfields 
Farm in Chesapeake City (Md.), 

March 1988 


died of cancer on December 22 at 
his home in Winchester, Ky. 

Mr. Alexander retired from 
Windfields in 1985. A lifelong 
horseman who grew up at Green- 
tree Stud in Kentucky, where his 
father was stallion manager, Mr. 
Alexander assumed the post at 
Windfields just after the farm was 
constructed in 1968. As the man in 
charge of Mr. Taylor's own brood¬ 
mares and young horses, he was 
responsible for raising a number of 
major stakes winners and multi¬ 
million dollar sales yearlings. 

Earlier Mr. Alexander worked at 
Greentree Stud and Elmendorf 
Farm.

Sunset Hill Farm's Fappavalley captured the Star de Nas¬ 
kra Stakes in his third career start. The colt, by leading sire 
Fappiano out of the outstanding producer Seven Valleys 
(by Road At Sea), won going away by three and three- 
quarters lengths in the field of six newly-turned 3-year- 
olds. 

Although he finished well out of the money after being 
pinched back between horses in his debut at Pimlico last 


September, Fappavalley has been impressive in his last 
three tries. He led up to the Star de Naskra with a flourish¬ 
ing four-length victory in a maiden special at Laurel in 
mid-December. Two weeks after the stakes score he fin¬ 
ished a game second (beaten a neck) in the Goss L. 
Stryker Stakes at Laurel. 

Sunset Hill Farm purchased Fappavalley's dam (in foal to 
Fifth Marine) at Keeneland in 1981 for $65,000. 

Seven Valleys, a graded stakes-placed (1975 New Hope 
S-G3, etc.) earner of $114,744, is the dam of three other 
stakes horses, all produced before the mare was acquired 
by Sunset Hill. Her top money earner is Regal Valley, a 
filly of 1980 by Regal and Royal, who won multiple stakes 
and earned $211,624. And her daughter Silver Valley, a 
foal of 1979 by Mr. Prospector, has gained distinction not 
only as a stakes winner (1983 Starlight S, Tosmah H, etc., 
$105,731), but also as the dam of 1987 Swynford Stakes 
winner Silver Deputy, the first stakes horse to represent 
the young sire Deputy Minister. Seven Valleys' other 
stakes performer is Valley Prospector, a filly of 1981 by 
Northern Prospect, who placed in stakes and had earn¬ 
ings of $77,962. 

Since joining the Sunset Hill Farm broodmare band. 
Seven Valleys has had two more winners, plus one filly 
who was unraced, in addition to Fappavalley. All of her 
foals that have raced are winners and Sunset Hill farm 
manager Edmond Hogan notes that the mare, who is now 
16, has conceived every year for ten years in a row. She has 
a 2-year-old Arctic Tern filly who is scheduled to be sold at 
the Calder Two-Year-Olds in Training sale this winter, and 
a yearling filly by Tank's Prospect. Her 1988 foal, not yet 
born, is by North Pole. 

Fappavalley was bred by Sunset Hill Farm owner Jerold C. 
Hoffberger and his partners Bernard and Jean Davidson, 
on a foal sharing arrangement with Fappiano shareholder 
William S. Farish. Mr. Davidson is in the clothing busi¬ 
ness in Baltimore (Md.).

Endless Surprise is one of the leaders of the local handicap 
division right now, with two recent stakes victories to his 
credit. 

A 5-year-old ungelded horse who made most of his early 
career in allowance and medium-price claiming races. 
Endless Surprise had his first success in added-money 
competition in Laurel's Columbia Handicap last Novem¬ 
ber. Since then he has placed in two of his three appear¬ 
ances (all stakes), and added Laurel's Chesapeake Hand¬ 
icap to his list of accomplishments. 

In the Chesapeake, Endless Surprise was highweighted at 
118 pounds, giving between three and ten pounds to each 
of his six rivals.

After her current 3-year-old, Willa On the Move (by As- 
sert-Ire), was born in 1985 Quinichett bred the mare back 
to Assert (Ire), then consigned her to that year's Keene- 
land November sale, where he got $210,000 for her (in 
foal). The buyer was Warner L. Jones' Hermitage Farm. 
Exactly two years later, at last fall's Hermitage Farm dis¬ 
persal, Quinichett bought Willamae back for half of her 
earlier selling price—$105,000. In addition, he purchased 
her 1987 foal, a colt by Dixieland Band, for $62,000. Wil¬ 
lamae is carrying a foal by the young Mr. Prospector stal¬ 
lion Woodman, and is due in early April. She will be 
returned to either Polish Navy or Fappiano, reports 
Quinichett. 

"I've always liked the family," comments Quinichett. 
"Willamae was named after my mother. That should tell 
you something. I've had a lot of horses, and this is the one 
I selected to name after her." The founder and retired 
owner of a large computer company in McLean, Va., Mr. 
Quinichett has five broodmares which are boarded at Ron 
and Carolyn Green's Green Willow Farms in Westmin¬ 
ster, plus five or six horses in training. He mostly breeds 
his own runners. 


Mr. Quinichett's small broodmare band also includes 
Willamae's dam, Raclette, who is a daughter of 1971 Cana¬ 
dian horse of the year and champion 3-year-old filly Lau¬ 
ries Dancer (by Northern Dancer). Still a relatively young 
mare, Raclette, a foal of 1976, was purchased by Mr. Qui¬ 
nichett from her breeder, Arthur W. Stollery, in Canada, 
before Willamae even proved herself at the track. Her only 
two foals to race in this country have both been stakes 
horses. In adition to Willamae, she has produced Pre¬ 
cious Tiffini (by Balzac), who placed third in the 1986 
Maryland Juvenile Filly Championship and What a Sum¬ 
mer Stakes. 

Willa On the Move made her first start in a maiden special 
at Aqueduct last November and won easily, by a length 
and a quarter. She finished second (beaten only a neck) in 
her next outing, Philadelphia Park's New Hope Stakes on 
January 1, after encountering all sorts of problems in the 
race. 

Then she scored with confidence, by a three and one- 
quarter length margin, in Laurel's Marshua Stakes. Her 
most imposing rival among the eight other starters in the 
Marshua was Maryland-bred Clever Power, who was re¬ 
turning from two stakes victories, including the Grade 3 
Morven Stakes at Meadowlands. Odds-on favorite. Clev¬ 
er Power gave Willa On the Move eight pounds, and en¬ 
ded up finishing fifth.

Rollodka, an 8-year-old gelding who has won all three of 
his most recent starts—including two stakes, represents 
the highlight of a long career for owner Lindy Redding. 

Mr. Redding, the proprietor of a heating and air condi¬ 
tioning business in Glen Burnie (Md.), has had horses for 
25 years. He claimed Rollodka for $25,000 in the gelding's 
first start last year, and has collected $175,766 from the 
runner's efforts since then. 

Rollodka had never won a stakes until this January, when 
he prevailed over Southern Appeal to capture Laurel's 
Resolution Handicap by a one and one-quarter length 
margin. Continuing his roll, the aging gelding came back 
three weeks later and added a two-length victory (over 
Gala Gold Dust) in the Challedon Handicap at Laurel. 

It was Rollodka's consistency that first attracted the own¬ 
er. "If you looked over his percentage of wins, he was just 
too good to pass up," says Redding, explaining how he 
decided to claim the son of Rollicking. Rollodka finished 
third in two stakes last year—the $100,000 Jiffy Lube 
Maryland Sprint Handicap on Maryland Million Day, and 
Laurel's Maryland City Handicap last December—im¬ 
proving his class without sacrificing his reputation as a 
trier. He was in the money in 14 out of 18 starts. 

Rollodka became the first winner either his owner, or 
trainer Ernest (Chico) Green, has ever had in New York, 
when he won a $75,000 claiming race at Aqueduct on 
December 21, his last outing before the Resolution Hand¬ 
icap. 

Redding has ten horses in training, with Chico Green in 
Maryland and Elaine Hagy at Charles Town. Traditionally 
his stable has been composed of claimers, but he has also 
had exceptional luck recently with another horse. Coastal 
Illusion, who has moved up to compete in stakes after 
being haltered for $25,000.

Dr. Roger Scullin is active on many fronts within the local 
horse industry. A busy equine veterinarian, he serves on 
the Maryland Racing Commission (as well as the Mary¬ 
land Fund Advisory Committee). And he is a longtime 
Master of the Howard County Hunt Club. 

One of the few horse-related activities which Dr. Scullin 
and his wife, Marion, do not pursue with much intensity 
is breeding race horses. In fact they have only one brood¬ 
mare at their 32-acre Quail Hollow Farm in Damascus. 

But that mare—13-year-old Plumber's Daughter by 
Cloudy Dawn—has all of a sudden brought them into the 
limelight as breeders. 

Plumber's Daughter's second foal to race is Devilish Zeus, 
upset winner of the recent Goss L. Stryker Stakes at Lau- 


Plumber's Daughter was purchased by the Scullins as a 
yearling at Keeneland for $3,000. As Mrs. Scullin recalls it, 
they weren't even in the market for a race horse at the 
time. "We had gone to Kentucky for a veterinary sympo¬ 
sium," she explains. "We didn't have anything to do one 
evening, so we went to Keeneland and ended up buying 
this gray filly." When the filly showed nothing at the 
track—Plumber's Daughter made three starts and earned 
zero—the Scullins retired her and used her as a hunter. 
Then, at age 5, she was turned into a broodmare. 

Plumber's Daughter's first foal is a colt by Anticipating 
who never raced. "He is huge, and he just never ma¬ 
tured," says Mrs. Scullin. That horse now serves nicely as 
one of the Scullins' hunters. 

The Scullins had considerably better luck with Plumber's 
Daughter's second foal, a 5-year-old filly by Spring Dou¬ 
ble named Spring Debut, who is a winner of nearly 
$40,000. Both Spring Debut and Devilish Zeus were bred 
on a foal sharing arrangement with Mr. and Mrs. John 
Alafoginis, but the Scullins have since bought total inter¬ 
est in the mare. Plumber's Daughter has one other foal, a 
2-year-old filly by Sunny Winters. She is being bred back 
this year to Double Zeus. 

Compounding the good fortune, over the past few years 
there have also been exciting developments in the Scul¬ 
lins' broodmare's family. Plumber's Daughter's 6-year-old 
half-brother. Racing Star (by Baldski), has turned out to 
be a multiple stakes winner of over $425,000.

Sham Say aired in her first outing as a 3 -year-old, captur¬ 
ing Laurel's Dancealot Stakes by a widening eight-length 
margin. Then she came back in February to annex Lau¬ 
rel's Jameela Stakes with similar ease, registering by two 
lengths in a field of four Maryland-breds. One of the most 
impressive fillies to come along in Maryland in recent 
years. Sham Say remains undefeated in her seven career 
starts (see article on page 38). 

In the Dancealot, Sham Say shared high weight of 122 
pounds with Artie Enchantress, and was dispatched at 
the lowest possible (1-10) odds. She took the lead well 
before the half-mile marker and drew out through the 
stretch with only mild urging from her regular jockey Ben 
Feliciano. Time for the one-mile race was l:35 3 /s. The rest 
of the field consisted of North Watch, Suddenly Splendid, 
Phillippe Dancer and Artie Enchantress. 

She was the undisputed (121 pound) highweight in the 
Jameela, and had no real opposition after taking com¬ 
mand before the half-mile marker. Finishing behind her 
in that race were North Watch, Fat and Foxy and Barbara's 
Last. 

Sham Say's 1988 wins have boosted her total to $225,592.

D'Youville Nurse got her name from the college in Buf¬ 
falo, N.Y., where owner Alan Kline's daughter studied to 
become a nurse. "I'd promised my daughter that I would 
name a horse after her," says Kline. "And when we had 
this filly by Dr. Blum, it all kind of fit together. We were 
lucky the filly turned out to be a good one!" 

Jennifer Kline, now an operating floor nurse at George 
Washington University Hospital, must have been feeling 
especially lucky the day after New Year's, when her 
namesake triumphed by a half-length in Laurel's Con¬ 
tessa Handicap. A solid winner of three allowance races 
last year, D'Youville Nurse had not managed to do better 
than fourth in each of her three earlier stakes tries. But she 
captured the Contessa in confident style, coming from off 
the pace to edge out Zigbelle at the wire. The race was not 
restricted, and the field consisted of ten (mostly) proven 
stakes performers, including the good local filly In the 
Curl (who finished fifth). Three weeks later she came 


back and was a rallying second to Kerygma in the Francis 
Scott Key Stakes, boosting her lifetime earnings to nearly 
$90,000/ 

Alan Kline, who owns and operates a large Thorough¬ 
bred nursery. Honey Acres Farm in Montgomery County, 
has reason to be proud of both his daughter and the filly. 
Kline bought D'Youville Nurse's dam. Field Point Road 
(by Raja Baba) at the 1983 Keeneland November sale for 
$17,000, with the current stakes winner in utero —partly 
because he was interested in having a Dr. Blum foal. "One 
of my horses raced against Dr. Blum," recounts Kline. 
"And 1 knew what kind of race horse he was." Dr. Blum 
won five stakes (all sprints) in the early 1980s, and placed 
in graded company. He stands at Sugar Maple Farm in 
Poughquag, N.Y., for $7,500 live foal. 

But D'Youville Nurse's dam also had much to recommend 
her. By leading sire Raja Baba, Field Point Road is the first 
foal from her graded stakes-winning dam, Len's Deter¬ 
mined ($174,620,1978 Black Helen S-G2, Suwannee River 
H-G3, etc.). 

Over the past five years. Field Point Road's value has obvi¬ 
ously appreciated. D'Youville Nurse is her first and only 
foal of racing age. Still a member of Kline's broodmare 
band, the mare, who is only 8 years old, has a yearling 
filly by Kline's home stallion Peace for Peace, and is due to 
foal again to Dr. Blum in 1988. 



Full Intent, a 12-year-old son of In Reality, keeps a low 
profile among Maryland stallions. Only a few outside 
mares are bred each year to the horse, who stands at Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Beall's Friend's Choice Farm in Davidson- 
ville for a stated $2,500 stud fee. But from a few relatively 
small crops. Full Intent is the sire of two Maryland-breds 
who won stakes in January. 

The first was Endless Surprise, a 5-year-old horse who 
captured Laurel's Chesapeake Handicap. Then, three 
weeks later up at Philadelphia Park, Full Intent's 4-year- 
old daughter Full Cargo scored in the $20,000 Paper White 
Stakes. 

Full Cargo defeated the speedy Maryland-bred mare 
Nasherrico by the bob of a nose to annex her first stakes. 
Nasherrico set the early pace in fractions of :227s and 


:45 2 /s over a muddy track, before being worn down by 
Full Cargo in the stretch. Final time for the six-furlong 
race was an eye-catching 1:11. 

Purchased by current owner Robert S. Fahrney for $9,500 
at the 1986 Maryland Sales Agency Two-Year-Olds in 
Training sale, Full Cargo made her early career in the 
claiming and allowance ranks, and only moved up to 
compete in stakes late last year. She was runner-up to the 
multiple stakes winner Cagey Exuberance in the Conven¬ 
ience Stakes at Meadowlands in her last outing before the 
Paper White Stakes. 

Mr. and Mrs. Beall, who bred the filly and consigned her 
to the auction, sold Full Cargo's dam. It's a Pilot, several 
years ago. Full Cargo is the mare's next-to-last foal. It's a 
Pilot, a foal of 1965, was the dam of nine foals to race, all 
winners. Full Cargo is her first stakes winner.

Greg Ryan Leading 
Amateur Rider of 1987 

By Margaret Worrall 


Colvin G. Ryan, who is called by his middle 
name—Greg—rode 95 sanctioned jumping races in 
1987, won 12 of them, placed in 11, and was third seven 
times. 

His record last year was good enough to put Ryan in 
the fifth spot on the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association jockey list for races won and 12th in money 
won. In addition, he won nearly a dozen point-to- 
points and flat races. 

All together, Greg Ryan finished up the season as 
the top-ranked amateur rider in the United States and 
the winner of the men's division of the newly formed 
Amateur Riders Club of America. The ARCA champi¬ 
onship assures him an invitation to compete in France 
in 1988 as a guest of Fegentri, the international amateur 
rider's association. 

Since he is an amateur and does not make his living 
riding horses, Ryan maneuvers his racing hobby 
around a full-time position as vice-president of Lee 
Mason of Maryland, a banking insurance firm in Bal¬ 
timore. 

To mesh the two worlds, the 27-year-old rolls out of 
his Fells Point apartment at 5:30 a.m. each weekday to 
get to Pimlico and gallop race horses for trainers such 
as Tim Boyce and Leon Blusiewicz. By 9 a.m., he has 


showered at the track, changed to a proper suit and tie, 
and arrived at his desk at Lee Mason. 

"There's never enough time," exclaims the dark¬ 
haired, dark-eyed bachelor. "My job entails a fair 
amount of traveling, and often I must arrange my trips 
around the horses, flying in and out the same day, for 
example. Boyce and Blusiewicz have been very tolerant 
of my schedule, and they understand how much it 
means to me to get on as many horses as possible. 

"You have to be athletic to ride races—on the flat and 
over jumps—but you've got to be extremely fit as well. 
I run and ride an exercise bike, but I've still got to 
gallop to get the condition I need. This is how I do it, 
but it's hectic." 

Ryan grew up in New York, dividing his time be¬ 
tween school in New York City and summers on his 
father's farm not far from Saratoga Springs. He and his 
older sister, Honore, did the local hunter/jumper cir¬ 
cuit as teenagers and foxhunted when they could with 
the Old Chatham Hunt. 

"I think I got my first taste of speed when Dad 
bought 'Sidney' off the race track," Ryan remembers. 
"I was 8 years old—'overmounted,' shall we say—and 
Sidney ran away with me regularly. I was not favorably 
impressed at the time." 
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At St. Lawrence University, Ryan majored in gov¬ 
ernment and history and took up collegiate wrestling 
in lieu of riding. 


'Then Dad got a $1,500 race track reject and sent 
him up to me at college. I rode my first race, over 
timber, at Genessee Valley in 1980," says Ryan. "In 
1981, I won my first sanctioned hurdle race at Hard- 
scuffle in Kentucky with the same horse. Close to Glo¬ 
ry. It was a real 'maiden' event: me the maiden jockey 
on a 10-year-old maiden horse conditioned by Jerry 
Fishback, getting his first win as a trainer. 

"Fishback (fourth all-time leading NSHA jockey) 
was a hero to me. He was the one who taught me about 
riding hurdles. Before Jerry got hold of us, we ran 
Close to Glory over both timber and brush—because 
we didn't know the difference." 

After college graduation in 1983, Ryan returned to 
Manhattan to become licensed as an insurance broker 
and spent the off hours galloping horses for trainer 
Sidney Watters at Belmont. 

Coincidentally, John Ryan, Greg's father, and his 
colleagues Ray Nichols and John Eckenrode were inau¬ 
gurating a new business in Baltimore.

"It was a fluke that Lee Mason needed me here," 
continues Ryan, "but if I wanted to work and ride, no 
place could be better than Maryland. One of my 
friends is Maryland trainer Skip (Clay) Brittle. He gave 
me a lot of breaks when no one else would give me a 
start." 

Ryan is in the enviable position of being light 
enough (140 pounds at 5'8") to meet the brush require¬ 
ments, but versatile enough to tackle the timber races. 

"I just like to ride races. It's that simple," he states, 
flashing a wide grin. "The problem for most timber 
jocks is that they re too big for any other kind of races, 
and since there aren't many timber races, they don't 
get to ride much. 

"Then, the hurdle jockeys are mostly professionals 
and the money is in those races, so most of them don't 
take the chance on timber rides. 

"I ride a lot because I really love it. Of course. I've 
thought about turning pro, but the fact is there isn't 
enough steeplechasing in America to justify riding 
races for a living unless you plan to train horses later. 
You really only get to race one day on the weekend. 

"An American amateur has real difficulty because 
it's tough to get the experience in this country. A jockey 
must ride a lot of races on a lot of mediocre horses in 
order to learn what to do when he finally gets on a 
good one. Sometimes it's really discouraging. 

"I was fortunate because I made my mistakes on my 
father's horses. If they had been anyone else's, I would 
have been jocked off." 

Among Ryan's 1987 victories were maiden stee¬ 
plechases at Great Meadow, Hardscuffle and Delaware 
Park; the Sovran Bank Guest Cup at Fairfax; and tim¬ 
ber races on the Maryland-bred novice jumper Colo¬ 
nel's Request at Middleburg and Great Meadow. 

"Since I have another job," says Ryan, philosophi¬ 
cally, "I don't have the pressure to make money from 
riding. I'm up there solely because I love the competi¬ 
tion and to have fun. 

"It would be wonderful to ride in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup someday. Our hurdles are like running 
through a puff of smoke in comparison. 

"But the race I'd really like to win is the Temple 
Gwathmey at Belmont, a major stakes on my home¬ 
town turf. That would be the greatest. 

"But 1987 was a great year for me and I'm grateful to 
all the owners and trainers who put up an amateur. 
Whatever happens. I'll always have that." □

50 Years Ago... 

■ The cover featured the chestnut 
horse Trojan, who died on 
February 20 at the age of 26. 
Winner of the 1912 Futurity, the 
son of Sir Wilfred was purchased 
by Major Goss L. Stryker and had 
stood at his Springfield Farm 
since 1925. His foals were 
"frequently seen in the winner's 
circle and notable for their 
ruggedness and tractability. For 
the limited number of mares he 
has covered, Trojan must be 
considered a very successful sire." 

■ "General excitement prevailed 
at Sagamore Farm the night of 
Tuesday, February 22," reported 
the Maryland Horse, "when it 
became apparent that the arrival 
of the first foal by the great race 
horse Discovery was imminent." 
Early the next morning Oroya, by 
^Master Charlie, gave birth to a 
bay filly. 

■ The passing of three men 
within the past month, "each of 
whom left a mark in his various 
way on the scrolls of Maryland's 
horse history," was commented 
upon. John Fenwick, an 
accomplished horseman at the age 
of 22, was the tragic victim of an 



War Admiral. after an early winter rest at 
his Maryland home. Glen Riddle Farm, 
galloped to an easy first victory of 1938 at 
Hialeah. February 19 . 


airplane accident; Rear Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson, Virginia breeder 
and a director of the Maryland 
Jockey Club who was known and 
respected as a shrewd judge of 
bloodstock, succumbed to an 
illness at the age of 59; Captain 
John Crawford, also 59, a partner 
in the British Bloodstock Agency 
who assisted in the purchase of 
many European horses for 
Maryland breeders, died from 
injuries in a motor accident in 
South Africa. 


30 Years Ago... 

■ Pictured on the cover, amid 
whirling snowflakes, was 


Knollwood Stable's Movitave, 
winner of the Miss Maryland 
Stakes at Bowie on February 15. 
The daughter of Colonel Mike 
drew clear in the stretch to defeat 
Milady Dares by a length and a 
half. Wrote editor Raleigh 
Burroughs: "Miss Maryland, 
looking lovely with the snow 
piling up on her head, presented 
the trophy to Messrs. Grinsfelder 
and Sadler, proprietors of the 
winning stable." 

The snow continued, causing 
major traffic jams and leaving 
hundreds stranded in the Bowie 
clubhouse. Racing was suspended 
at Bowie for five days because of 
the storm. 


On a day well remembered by the hundreds stranded at Bowie by the blizzard of 
1958, Knollwood Stable's Movitave won the featured Miss Maryland Stakes. 
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■ Maryland's general sire list for 
the 1957 racing season was 
headed by 27-year-old Discovery, 
retired in the fall of 1957, with 
first place money totaling 
$265,680. He also led the 
broodmare sire list, thanks largely 
to the success of his grandson 
Bold Ruler, 1957 horse of the year. 
Other leading Maryland sires for 
1957 included *Hunters Moon IV 
(most winners and wins); the 
*Bull Dog horse Occupy (2-year- 
olds by earnings); Colonel Mike 
(2-year-old winners and races 
won); ^Challenger II (broodmare 
sire of winners and races won). 
Notable on the 2-year-old sires list 
was the fourth-place showing of 
Rough'n Tumble, recently 
relocated to Florida, whose first 
foals were 2-year-olds in 1957. 

■ A Santa Anita photograph 
showed the Maryland-bred filly 
Stumbling Block invading 
California to win the first division 
of the La Centinela Stakes in 
January. The daughter of Stone 
Age and Balking, by Balko, was 
bred and raced by Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt. 


10 Years Ago... 

■ August Belmont IV and his 
wife Louise were the subjects of 
an article about their life on the 
Eastern Shore. Mr. Belmont 
reflected on the acquisition of his 
first race horse—1978 Kentucky 
Derby prospect Quadratic. After 
seeing the weanling colt at 
breeder Jim Ryan's farm in 1975, 
Mr. Belmont had impulsively 
offered to buy a half-interest. 

Thus Quadratic became the first 
horse to carry the famed colors of 
the Belmonts (scarlet with maroon 
sleeves, black cap) since the 
stable's dispersal in 1924. (Mr. 
Belmont later campaigned, with 
partners Robert Kirkham and 


Ryan, 1983 Belmont Stakes winner 
Caveat.) 

With victories in the Bahamas 
and Everglades Stakes at Hialeah 
in February, Quadratic became a 
Derby possibility. The bay colt by 
Quadrangle out of Smartaire had 
accounted for the Nashua, 

Cowdin and Playpen Stakes as a 
2-year-old. 

■ Inclement weather forced the 
cancelation or postponement of 
March's point-to-point schedule, 
leaving trainers the task of 
keeping horses fit under adverse 
conditions and then having 
nowhere to race. "You're going to 
see a lot of racing jammed into 


April," said Charlie Fenwick, as 
postponed races were 
rescheduled for the following 
month. Goshen and Howard 
County canceled their races 
altogether. One former Hunt Cup 
winner expressed views felt by 
many others during the long 
month of March: "I don't know 
what to do this weekend. I guess 
I'll have to go to the antique gun 
show." 

■ Bowie, too, felt the effect of the 
frequent snowstorms. The track 
lost 12 V 2 days to the weather, 
despite the valiant efforts of 
maintenance chief L.F. (Buddy) 
Krietzer and his crew. □

Editorial 


Racing Must Continue to Seek Television Success 

^A^hen Citation was sweeping the Triple Crown in the pre-television days of 1948, Thor- 
oughbred racing was at the apex of its popularity. Along with professional baseball, professional 
boxing and college football, racing ranked as one of America's four major spectator sports. 

At that time, even other professional sports—football, basketball, hockey and golf—were 
considered minor-league attractions of only regional or local interest. National media coverage 
on radio, movie newsreels and in newspapers was dominated by the four major sports. 

Today, as everyone knows, the situation is dramatically different. And, while many factors 
in the ensuing 40 years undoubtedly have contributed to changes in the popularity and coverage 
of spectator sports, widespread television obviously has been predominant. 

Television not only altered relative popularity, it became the primary criterion by which 
sports are gauged. As a result, the status of sports well-suited to television, such as golf and 
football, has risen, while that of sports less well-suited, such as racing, has declined. 

Much to my astonishment, it's lately become chic in some racing circles to shrug off low 
Breeders' Cup television ratings with sage-sounding comments about how racing doesn't need 
television or that the industry is kidding itself to think it can ever compete on that media. 

Yet, if this sport is intent on preserving itself, I see no alternative to television success. 
Indeed, it was breathless anticipation of it that made the Breeders' Cup feasible in the first place. 
Thoroughbred racing cannot relent in its search for a successful television formula.
